PRETENDED ATTEMPT ON HER MAJESTY’S LIFE, 
AnotuER of those stupid attempts at notoriety which, from 
time to time, have occasioned so much alarm to her Majesty’s 
loyal and loving subjects, at the same time that they offered an 
opportunity for the display of her admirable courage and self- 


command, has taken place since we last went to press. The 
particulars will be found in another part of this week’s 
Lapy’s Newsparer. It is here only our business to lament 
that the deservedly even tenor of the Queen’s life should have 
been disturbed, though by nothing more important than the 
impertinence of an ambitious fool. 

But, as a feather tells which way the wind blows, this absurd 

incident is gratifying, as having elicited from all parts of the 
kingdom spontaneous and hearty expressions of that loyalty 
which is not merely the result of attachment to the throne, but 
of affection for the Monarch who fills it. At the theatres, at 
the opera-houses, in both Houses of Parliament, and in every 
private house in the United Kingdom, one sentiment of regret 
has been manifested, that so excellent a Sovereign, and so 
admirable a woman, should have been insulted,—at a moment, 
too, when, in the company of her children, she appeared before 
the world in a character which alone should have been sacred 
enough to protect her from annoyance, had she never been the 
occupant of a throne, fulfilling its obligations in a spirit of equal 
wisdom and humanity, All parties and all religions have 
joined in one universal expression of loyalty, from the lords 
spiritual and temporal in Parliament, to the Catholics 
in their chapels, in all of which the national anthem: was 
played on Sunday last at the conclusion of divine service. 
If, therefore, there is something to be regretted, there is also 
much in this affair which is highly satisfactory. To address 
her Majesty on those occasions, for which congratulations and 
expressions of loyalty have been stereotyped, is bowing to the 
authority of precedent, more, perhaps, than to the immediate 
promptings of affection. But when an accident of this kind 
occurs, whatever expressions it calls forth are the true wit- 
nesses of national feeling. ‘They come unprepared to our lips, 
and may, therefore, be held really to issue from the heart. 

We cannot too highly commend the wisdom on the part of 
the Government, which has consigned the offender to con- 
tempt and the Old Bailey. However inconsequential in result, 
pranks of this sort cannot be tolerated ; and least of all encou- 
raged by state examinations and trials for high treason. If 
bricklayers’ labourers will thirst for notoriety, let them have 
satisfaction by all means; and, if the glory of the cart’s tail do 
not prove quite so agreeable as the fame which they expected 
it will, at all events, have the effect of freeing her Majesty ae 
from a repetition of attempts too annoying to be excused ise Mes oS erie 
the ground of their absurdity. -

SBS FASWS NEWSPaArPaB. 
IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Lorps on Monday, on assembling, the attention 
of the Lords was first invited by the Marquis of Lansdowne to ‘‘ the 
unfortunate occurrence ’’ which had happened on Saturday, when, 
said his lordship, ‘‘ an odious and disgusting, but at the same time 
an absurd and contemptible, attempt had been made upon the person 
of the Sovereign.”’ The inquiry which had followed clearly esta- 
blished that there were no circumstances which would justify in 
this instance a commitment for high treason. He, therefore, should 
not propose to the House to go up tothe throne with any expression 
of sympathy for the Queen, or of abhorrence of the attack. He 
should leave the law to take its course, believing that the act of 
1842 would be found singularly applicable to the case, and trusting 
the wretched culprit would receive the degrading and contempt- 
inspiring punishment he so richly merited.—The House then pro- 
ceeded to the business of the night, the committee upon the 
Navigation Bill; and Lord Stanley rose to bring forward his amend- 
ment. After much discussion the result was—Contents, for the 
amendment, 103; non-contents, against it, 116: majority for the 
Government, 18. The majority was considerably larger than 
appeared to be expected, but it elicited no expression of feeling. 
There was little novelty of argument in the debate, but the speeches 
on both sides were attentively listened to. Those of Lord Wharn- 
cliffe and the Earl of Horrowby told well upon the respective sides 
of the House from which they were spoken. Lord Brougham was 
as erratic as usual; scarcely a subject that he did not touch. 
Three or four times the noble lord was interrupted by talking 
among the young sons of peers standing around the throne. He 
made a jocose attack upon them in the first instance, but at length 
got angry at the interruption, and insisted upon “the officers doing 
their duty.’’ 

On Dasrday" a conversation, at the instance of the Earl of Har- 
rowby, and in which the Marquis of Lansdowne and the Earl of 
Aberdeen took part, occurred with respect to the state of affairs in 
the River Plate. 

On Thursday the House met at four, when the royal assent was 
given by commission to several bills. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, Lord John Russell 
made a similar statement to that of the Marquis of Lansdowne, in 
the House of Lords, relative to the pistol fired at her Majesty on 
Saturday evening, expressing his conviction that, if the attempt 
had been of another kind, he should have had the cordial assent of 
that House to an address to her Majesty to congratulate her on 
the preservation of so valuable a life. Her Majesty on this, as on 
similar occasions, had behaved with that intrepidity and self- 
possession which so eminently distinguished her character. The 
noble lord was loudly cheered while making his brief communica- 
tion to the House. 

On Tuesday, Mr. Tennyson D’Eyncourt moved for leave to bring 
in a bill for shortening the duration of Parliaments. 


NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Rome.—General Oudinot has quitted Paolo with his army, and 
pitched his tent at Fiumcino, but has made no fresh attempt upon 
the capital. 

Tuscany.—Leghorn is still in a state of siege. 


Austria.—A Hungarian army of about 90,000 men is at 
Goding, about twelve English miles from the Austrian capital. 
The line of railway from Vienna to Prague has been partially 
destroyed. Buda was taken by storm, and the Russians defeated 
in the defiles of Jablunka. 


VienNA.—Strong entrenchments are being thrown up round 
Vienna to enable the capital to stand a siege in caseof need. The 
Russian auxiliaries do not come in such strong corps as would be 
necessary to operate successfully against the Hungarians. 

FRANKFORT.—The city of Mayence has been placed in the state 
of siege. 

TurRKEY.—The Dédats confirms the intelligence relative to the 
terms of the treaty entered into between Russia and Turkey. 


THE BRazits.—Her Imperial Majesty’s birthday, March 14, 
was celebrated with all the éclat and etiquette observed on similar 
occasions in Europe, the garrison and men of war displaying a 
galaxy of flags and streamers, firing salutes, and exhibiting other 
demonstrations of joy, which were responded to by the inhabitants 
of Rio by fireworks, illuminations, &c. A great many insignia of 
the different orders of knighthood and a few titles were promulgated 
on the auspicious event, amongst them to the general and officers, 
military and naval, the President and other authorities, who con- 
tributed so energetically and effectively in saving Pernambuco 
from the dreadful scenes so many cities on the Continent of 
Europe have lately witnessed. 


CANADA.—Despatches from the United States have arrived at 
Liverpool by the royal mail steam-ship Cambria, Captain Shannon. 
Affairs in Canada were comparatively quiet. The following are 
the latest accounts:—MonrreaL, May 8.—The Parliament will 
convene on Monday next, and hold its sessions in the new building 
owned by Mr. Hayes, called the Freemasons’-hall; but it is said 
that the seat of Government is to alternate four years at Quebec 
and Toronto. The agitation still continues in the eastern town- 
ships. Allis quiet in Montreal. Some of the late prisoners are 
about to start on a tour of agitation to the eastern townships. 


Inp1A.—THE ANNEXATION OF THE PuNnJAUB.—There have been 
received by express from Marseilles despatches from India, in antici- 
pation of the mail, which left Bombay on the 17th of April. Although 
nothing was positively known at the period of the last mail’s 
departure respecting the long-delayed question of annexation, yet 
the public mind has long been made up as to the most probable 
course to be taken for the future government of the Punjaub; and 
the Governor-General’s proclamation of the 29th of March, 
annexing the country of the five rivers, will cause no surprise. 
India generally remainedtranquil. he annexation of the Punjaub 
is thus announced:—“ Notification.— Foreign Department, Feroze- 
pore, March 30.—The Governor-General is pleased to direct that the 
accompanying proclamation, by which the Punjaub is declared to 
be a portion of the British empire in India, be published for general 
information; and that a royal salute be fired at every principal 
station of the army on the receipt thereof. By order of the Right 
Hon. the Governor-General of India, P. MELVILL, Under-Secretary 
to the Government of India, with the Governor-General.’”’—The 
general orders of the Governor-General announce the conclusion 
of the war; and the despatches describe the operations under 
General Gilbert in pursuit of the Affghans, and the termination of 
the campaign; the precipitate retreat of the Ameer Dost Mahomed 
Khan and his followers beyond the Khyber Pass; and the con- 
sequent dissolution of the Affghan confederacy. These brilliant 
results have been obtained without a single shot being fired by our 
troops since the victory of Goojerat. 

CuinA.—Hone-Kono.—Considerable importations of gold from 
California had arrived, and several vessels were leaving Hong- 
Kong with goods for that quarter. 

West Inp1a Maiut.—The Royal West India mail-packet Con- 
way, Captain Clarke, has arrived at Southampton. ‘The news 
brought is unimportant.

THe MacGpauen Hosprrat.—On Monday, the anni- 
versary of the charity of Magdalen Hospital was commemorated at 
the institution, Blackfriars-road, on which occasion the Archbishop 
of Canterbury made a most powerful appeal on behalf of the hos- 
pital; and there were present Lord Skelmersdale (the president), 
Marquis of Westminster, Earl of Eldon, Lord Bandon, Lord Ken- 
yon, the Bishop of Winchester, Sir Edward Cust, Bart., Mr. W. 
Egerton, &c., vice-president, with the members of the committee, 
the governors, and friends of the charity. A report was presented, 
from which it appeared that there was a very serious diminution of 
the income, arising from the applicants being more numerous than 
during the previous year, and from the circumstance of a loss of 
revenue by several valuable leasehold estates having fallen out of 
the possession of the hospital, and which had been held for a period 
of ninety years. The hospital was capable of affording accommo- 
dation to 200 inmates. During the previous year there had been 
as many as 108 in the hospital. There were many more applicants, 
but who were compelled to be refused admittance, as there were 
not sufficient funds in hand for their support. The benefits to be 
derived from the charity were elicited from the following facts:— 
Since the commencement of the institution, in the year 1758, to the 
4th of January, 1849, the total admissions amounted to 7528; of 
thesé, 5163 were sent to their friends, or were provided with situa- 
tions ; 1285 were discharged at their own request; 758 were dis- 
charged on account of improper conduct; 110 had died; and 108 
suffered from insanity or fits, leaving at the present time 104 in the 
hospital.

SoutH WaALEs TRAINING CoLLEGE, CARMARTHEN.— 
Her Majesty’s Inspector of Schools, the Rev. H. Longueville 
Jones, having been at Carmarthen for the purpose of examining 
those students of the Training College who were candidates for 
Queen’s scholarships, the result of his report has been the appoint- 
ment of twelve students as Queen’s scholars—a very gratifying 
indication of the newly-awakened zeal in behalf of the hitherto 
neglected cause of Welsh education. 


MEETING OF FARMERS IN YORKSHIRE.—A_ ve 
numerous meeting of agriculturists, the number being between 500 
and 600, and by far the greater proportion tenant-farmers, has been 
held at the Merchants’ Hall, York, to consider the best means for 
relieving the distress at present affecting the agricultural interest. 


Epsom Races.—The Craven day (Tuesday) was a com- 
plete failure, owing to the weather, the heavy and continuous 
rain in the morning having induced hundreds, who would otherwise 
have been present, to reserve themselves for the ‘“‘great’’ day. For 
the Craven Stakes, Sir G. Heathcote’s Black Eagle, 3 yrs, (Ralph 
Sherwood), stood first. The Derby (Wednesday) was a brilliant 
day, owing both to the fineness of the weather and the ‘ cause.” 
The Grand Stand was thronged in all parts, and the assemblage in 
the aggregate was immense, but decidedly below the average in 
every respect. Most of the magnates of the Turf were present ; still 
it is not to be gainsaid that in the item of ‘“‘rank, beauty, and 
fashion,”’ there was a marked falling off. Admitting this, however, 
there can be no doubt that the parties interested in keeping up the 
popularity of the meeting must, in a pecuniary sense, have met 
with the reward to which their endeavours to meet the public taste 
fairly entitle them. For the Derby Stakes the horses stood thus :— 
Lord Eglinton’s The Flying Dutchman (Marlow), 1; Mr. Godwin’s 
Hotspur (Whitehouse), 2; Colonel Peel’s Tadmor (Flatman), 3; 
Lord Clifden’s Honeycomb (Robinson), 4. The Dutchman won by 
halfa length. The race was run in three minutes: twelve seconds 
slower than last year. 


Concert In A Menai Tuse !—Last week a concert 
was held in one of the gigantic tubes intended to form the Bri- 
tannia-bridge, about to be erected over the Menai. Candles, placed 
by couples in four alternating tiers (two and two), about 600 in 
number, illuminated the scene. The music, vocal and instrumental, 
was excellent, and traversed the immense length of tubing with 
scarcely diminished volume. The whole effect, to the eye as well 
as the ear, was most pleasing, the brilliantly-lighted perspective 
being at least 157 yards long. The breadth of the tube is nearly 
15 feet, and its height about 30 feet. Upwards of 600 of the élite 
of the neighbourhood occupied the front of the orchestra, and the 
other end of the tube was crowded with working people. All 
appeared delighted with the proceedings. 


DERBYSHIRE.—THUNDER STORMS.—INTERESTING TO 
LADIES WEARING STEEL Busks.—During a thunder-storm (says 
a Derbyshire paper) which passed over Chesterfield, the lightning 
struck the house of Mr. Hattersley, joiner, Brampton. The light- 
ning struck the chimney, whence it descended, after concussing and 
dislodging some of the bricks, to the bellwire in one of the rooms. 
Along this it ran until it approached a clock standing in the stair- 
ease, which it shattered, driving with great force a metal pin, to 
which the clock was attached, through the wall into one of the 
rooms. Almost under the clock was the door opening to the 
kitchen, and in the doorway Miss Annie Hattersley was standing. 
The fluid seemed to have been attracted from the clock, in its 
descent, by a nailin the lintel of the kitchen door, and, carrying the 
nail along, it grazed Miss Hattersley’s temple, singeing her hair, 
and ran to the steel busk in front of her corset, marking her breast 
at the top of the steel, and then darting to the ground. Some idea 
of the force which the current in this zig-zag course exerted may 
be gathered from the fact, that some of the plaster about the lintel, 
which had, being a non-conductor, opposed its passage, was thrown 
out with great violence, and injured an opposite wall about five 
yards distant. Now, the interesting part of the inquiry is, did this 
steel busk act in any way as an attractor to the lightning, or was it 
rather, providentially, a conductor so situated as to divert the fluid 
from a course which might have cost the young lady her life ? 


WorcesTERSHIRE, — A WaTerspout. — Recently a 
waterspout fell on Bredon-bili, Worcestershire, and rushed down 
upon Kemerton, destroying much property in its route. At 
Kemerton Priory, the residence of the Rev. Mr. Bellairs, the gar- 
dens were terribly damaged, flower-beds swept away, and even the 
soil removed. The furniture was washed out of the windows of the 
drawing-room. Half the houses in the village of Kemerton were 
flooded, and all the stone walls in the vicinity were carried away. 


Tue STANFIELD-HALL Murpers. — The only link 
wanting to complete the chain of evidence against the murderer 
was found on Saturday morning last by the servants of Mr. Rush, 
jun., at Potash-farm, on turning over a dungheap, in an outhouse 
where the horses take shelter from the weather. It isa bell-mouthed 
double-barrelled blunderbuss, and the ramrod found at Stanfield- 
hall on the night of the murder of Messrs. Jermy fits it exactly. 


Sussex.--Tue CuarLtEy MuRDER.—Our readers will 
remember that at the last Sussex assizes Hannah Sandles was 
convicted of the murder of her infant child by throwing it into a 
well at Chailey, near Lewes, the jury accompanying their verdict 
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of guilty by a recommendation to mercy on the ground of the 
destitution of the prisoner at the time she committed the act. 
Shortly afterwards she was respited during her Majesty’s pleasure ; 
and the governor of Lewes gaol has just received from the Home- 
office an official notification that the sentence had been commuted 
to two years’ imprisonment with hard labour, followed by trans- 
portation for life. 


THE Banpury Murper.—James Layton, who stood 
charged with attempting to murder his wife, by shooting her and 
cutting her throat, on the Southam-road, near to Great Burton, 
was again brought up at Banbury, before the two county magis- 
trates, John Loveday, Esq., and the Rev. William Lloyd, by whom 
he had been remanded, and committed for trial. To the astonish- 
ment of all, Mrs. Layton is still living, and had progressed 
favourably. The wound in the forehead presents a deep hole; that 
in the throat is granulating; but she is quite unable to swallow. 
Mr. Wise attends twice a day, and administers sustenance, such 
as arrowroot and beef-tea, by means of the stomach-pump. Before 
the prisoner left Banbury he was told that his wife was likely to 
recover. The miscreant said he was sorry to hear it; if she died, 
he would go to the gallows dancing. 


ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


Earu Firzwitiram’s WoopMAN KILLED.—On Satur- 
day last a fatal accident happened to Foulstan, woodman to Earl 
Fitzwilliam, The deceased was at work, felling trees in West- 
wood, near M fli He had what is termed rounded a tree ready 
for a fall, and, whilst engaged with another close by, a sudden gust 
of wind came and blew the tree down upon him, killing him on the 
spot. The deceased was deaf, and upwards of seventy years of age. 
He had been in the service of Earl Fitzwilliam ever since a boy, 
and was greatly respected by his lordship, who had on numerous 
occasions taken the axe and assisted him in bringing to the ground 
many a sturdy forest-tree. ; 


MurpDEr oF A PoLicEMAN AT Bristou.—The evidence 
before the coroner, in the case of John Pym, the policeman, whose 
death was occasioned by an attack by two soldiers, Andrew Daley 
and John M‘Farline, of the 15th Regiment, was published last 
week. Subsequently the jury returned a verdict of “* Wilful murder” 
against both the soldiers, and Inspector Bosworth left Bristol for 
London with letters to the police authorities, and to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, in order to apprehend the soldiers, whose regi- 
ment proceeds to India. 


ANOTHER ALLEGED Portsoninc CasrE.—DEATH oF 
THE HusBAND—ARREST OF THE WIFE.—Considerable excitement 
and horror prevail at the present time around Morpeth, in conse- 
quence of the discovery of another supposed case of secret poison- 
ing, and the committal to the county gaol of the alleged murderess. 
Some days since a married man, about twenty-six years of age, 
named William Hornsby, who resided at Haltwhistle, was taken 
suddenly ill, and died shortly afterwards, from what was at first 
believed to be inflammation of the stomach, produced by natural 
causes, The man’s death having become generally known through 
the district, a report became current that his wife, on the day pre- 
ceding the death, had purchased some arsenic for the stated purpose 
of poisoning rats. The neighbours and other parties at once made 
inquiries respecting the mysterious affair, which satisfied them that 
the poison had mo¢ been used for the purpose named. Mr. Stephen 
Bird, the coroner, was therefore made acquainted with the suspicions 
that were entertained that the deceased had not met his death 
fairly. The result was that that gentleman gave the necessary 
instructions for holding an inquest on the body, when, after the 
examination of sundry witnesses, the inquiry was adjourned for a 
few days, to allow time for a post-mortem examination of the 
deceased’s body to be made, and also for an analysis of the contents 
of the stomach to be made. Dr. Glover and another medicai gen- 
tleman of this town have been directed to proceed with this part of 
the inquiry, and it is stated that they have discovered indications 
denoting the presence of arsenic. The magistrates have also taken 
the case up, and the evidence brought before them was of such a 
nature as to warrant them in committing the deceased’s wife to 
Morpeth gaol, on suspicion of murdering her husband.

THEATRICALS IN THE UNITED Strates.—The Astor- 
place Opera-house has been the scene of one of the most outrageous 
and disgraceful riots that ever happened in New York, Mr. 
Macready was announced to perform Macbeth, and there was a 
crowded house. The following very spirited comment on the 
disgraceful proceedings which took place is to be found in the 
New York Courier and Enquirer :—“ Reputations established 
by a single performance in any department of public life are 
generally shortlived. Mr. Forrest, however, achieved for himself 
last night a distinction among actors and Americans of which 
no successor will ever be likely to rob him, He is safe for ever, 
not only from rivalry, but from that envy from which it often 
springs. He succeeded last night in doing what even his bad 
acting and-unmanly conduct never did before,—he inflicted a 
thorough and lasting disgrace upon the American character !” 


TABLE TALK. 


The third lecture by Mr. Faraday on Static Electricity, 
delivered on Saturday last, was principally devoted to the-con- 
sideration of the transference of electricity. The transference of ~ 
electricity by convection is distinct (Mr. Faraday remarked) from 
the ordinary conduction of electricity, as, in the former case, the 
electricity is transferred by being carried from one body to.another. 
Several instances of this kind of transference of the power were 
shown, the emission of electricity from points being the most 
curious. When a metal point is attached to the prime conductor, 
scarcely any signs of electricity can be obtained from it, as the 
point carries it off. A visible representation of this mode of trans- 
ference was afforded by putting melted sealing-wax on a metal 
point, when the convective force carried the wax against a sheet of 
paper in the most delicately minute fibres, finer than those ofa 
spider’s web. 

Near to Leicester there are forty individuals (observes the 
Leicester Chronicle) settled, known as the ‘‘ Forty Monks.”” These 
forty monks, who belong to the Cistercian order, had, thirteen years 
ago, 280 acres of very bad land given to them, upon which they 
entered, and have at the present time 180 acres in cultivation. 
Notwithstanding the time occupied in their religious services, and 
although they are only forty in number, they have cultivated 1380 
acres of land with their own hands; and, besides raising corn, grain, 
and roots of various kinds, they possess horses, cattle, sheep, and 
implements of agriculture. Last year these monks relieved with 
food 32,000 persons, and gave occasional lodging to 7000 more. 
In 1847 they relieved 36,000 people with food, and gave lodging to 
12,000 more. Potter’s ‘‘ History of Charnwood Forest” states 
that the original foundation, in 1835, consisted of but five brethren. 


The literary and scientific meetings for the past week

If you 
lose the wages which were distributed among you—if you are left 
without the work which I had laid out for your benefit—it is those 
criminals, whoever they may be, who are responsible for your 
sufferings,” 


A “ People’s College,”’ similar to that in Sheffield, is about 
to be established in Norwich. A gentleman of fortune, wishing to 
benefit the working classes of his native city, has supplied the means 
for commencing the undertaking. 


Lord Stanley said, in his place in the House of Lords :— 
“It is quite certain, if her Majesty’s life had been in the slightest 
degree endangered, I will not say that there would have been one 
universal expression of loyalty and attachment called forth to her 
Majesty in this House—I will not say one universal expression of 
thankrulness that any such attempt had been frustrated, and cordial 
congratulations to her Majesty on her escape—but I will say, the 
same feelings which actuated this House would have found an echo 
in the country from every class, and I may almost venture to say, 
every individual of every class.’”” We regret to state that the 
infusion of the venom of Chartist blood is much more general than 
his lordship’s declaration implies ; and that everything like chivalry, 
loyalty, or proper feeling on such a theme is, by but too many of 
the class, wholly and undisguisedly disowned. 


The Hungarians have, for many years, wished to throw 
off the yoke of Austrian duties, which, far more than their inland 
position, cut them off from Europe and the civilized world at large. 
The consuming population, in Hungary at least, think it would be 
more meritorious to allow foreign wares to enter, than to bolster 
up artificial manufactures by such enormous protecting duties. 
The whole production of the empire is ridiculously small for a 
population of 36,000,000. ‘The official returns give it as follows :—

“The duke,”’ says Wace, ‘‘ was determined to make his pre- 
parations prudently. He sent to the Pope, by some of his 
clergy, who could tell truly how Harold had used him, and 
how he had broken his oath. He said that perjury ought to 
be punished according to the rules of holy church, and that if, 
by God’s will, he should conquer England, he would receive it 
of St. Peter; and so the Pope granted his request, and sent him 
a gonfanon (a consecrated banner), and a very precious, rich, and 
fair ring, which, he said, had under the stone one of St. Peter’s 
hairs. With these tokens he commanded and, in God's name, 
granted to him, that he should conquer England, and hold it 
of St. Peter. 

‘The duke rejoiced greatly at receiving the gonfanon. He got 
together carpenters, smiths, and other workmen, so that great 
stir was seen at all the ports of Normandy, in the collecting of 
wood and materials, cutting of planks, framing of ships and 
boats, stretching sails and rearing masts, with great pains and 
at great cost. ‘They spent all one summer and autumn in fit- 

_ting up the fleet and collecting the forces; and there was no 
knight in the land, no good sergeant, archer, nor peasant of 
stout heart, and of age for battle, that the duke did not summon 
to go with him to England.”’ 

The fame of the Norman duke soon went forth through 
many lands; how he meant to cross the sea against Harold, 
who had taken England from him.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND 
DRESS, 


Few seasons have been more remarkable for the production | 
of novelties than the present. ~ Every week seems to bring 
forth some new and choice assortment of silks, fouiards, and 
varieties of the light transparent materials espevially adapted | 
to summer wear. In printed muslins the patterns are sprigged, 
striped, and checked. Some have stripes and sprigs of flowers 
intermingled. The new baréges exhibit many beautiful patterns, 
consisting of wreaths of flowers intertwined with foliage on 
grey, green, or blue grounds. ‘These barége dresses are gene- 
rally trimmed with two broad flounces, the material being cut 
bias- wise, and the flounce double. When the dress is trimmed 
with several narrow flounces, they are sometimes simply 
hemmed; or they may be edged with narrow lace, fringe, 
or aruche of ribbon. The corsages are usually drawn, or 
in folds, and the sleeves rather wide and confined at the wrist 
by a wristband. For négligé, plain baréges are worn, the 
favourite colours being green, purple, and grey. Walking 
dresses are worn decidedly shorter. 

Jewellery.—Small enamel watches, set round with pearls and 
diamonds, and with initials formed of the same jewels in the 
centre, are very fashionable. An elegant watch and chain has 
just been made in Paris for the purpose of being presented to 
Mlle. Rachel. It consists of a chain of most exquisite work- 
manship, composed of enamel and gold and silver niellé. The 
chain-was formed of a series of small medallions, on each of 
which was inscribed the name of one of the characters by the 
personation of which Mlle. Rachel has attained her high repu- 


tation. On the hook which attaches the chain to the waist is 
inscribed the name of Adrienne—a new character in which the 
celebrated actress has recently been decidedly successful. On 
the watch the name of Rachel is inscribed in pearls, on a 
ground of blue enamel, surrounded by ornamental work similar 
to that of the chain. In addition to the above, Mlle. Rachel 
has received another present of jewellery, in testimony of the 
high admiration excited by her talents.
